Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 112-

factor in c,ain,s2and3ls.he same as the ..inetlcfrlctlonal deviation" as presented in calm 1. 
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The -Kinetic friciona, deviation" in claim 1 is stated as a standard deviation of the "kinetic 

tothecontactinglinearpressure. This appears to indicate that the "Kinetic frictiona, deviation 
faotor is based on the "Kinetic friciona, deviation". However, in Cairn 3, dependent on Cairn 1 
the ciai. limits ",he Kinetic fhctiona, deviation factor, which is not present in Caim 1 (unless this 
IsactuallytheKlneticfrictionalforce,. » is not dear how the "Kinetic fnctional deviation factorin 
cla,ms 2 and 3 relates ,0 the "Kinetic fricSona, deviation" in claim 1. Claims 8-10 are similarly 
undear because they use the same language in reference to the photosensitive memberand 
the recording sheet. 

Claims 1 and 8 are indefinite because it is unCearwha. me "intended relative speed" of 
.hephotosensitivememberandthereco^lngsheetdeflnes. It appea. that the intended 
relat,ve speed relates to the kinetic frictional force, but clarification is requested. 

Claims 7 and 14 are indefinite because it is unCearwhich JIS is limiting the claims It 
appears that there is more than one JIS tha, penults the artisan to detemiine surface 

—ing the scope of the instant calms thence materia, is essent^lsublectmatterand 
must be incorporated into the specification. See MPEP 608.01(p).

Claims 1-14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the reJeCion,s, 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
